EDITOR JOURNAL:— Entering the 


Main Building of the Centennial Ex- 
hibition from Machinery Hall, the 
first exhibit seen to the right is the 
mineral collection of the 


ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 


This country makes quite a large 


display of minerals which have been 
pretty well arranged in a circular 
pavilion, bnt there are no descrip- 
tive labels accompanying the speci- 
mens. 
Each one has a number 


marked on it which refers perhaps 
to a catalogue, bat even if this cata- 
logue ware obtainable the collection 
is too large to be examined -with 
much satisfaction by referring to it. 
"Withont labels minerals, unless they 
are well formed crystals and distinct 
types of well known species, are not 
interesting even to experts, conse- 
quently the Argentine collection is 
not in the least attractive and might 
just as well never have been put on 
exhibition. It consists chiefly of the 
ores of lead, iron, silver, copper and 
antimony, with crystals of amethyst 
and chalcedony, also specimens of 
fire clay, marbles, fossils and lime- 
Atones. The mineral display is the 
chief feature too of the exhibit made 
by this country. 


PERU 


Occupies part of the section • in the 
rear of the Argentine Republic and 
has on exhibition 17 small gold- 
gilted cases filled with specimens of 
Argentiferous galena and antimony, 
varieties of iron zincblende and other 
ores. The specimens are of a uni- 
form size and each one is fastened to 
the bottom of its case with copper 
•wire, accompanied with proper labels 
printed in Spanish. The 


CHANGE FREE STATES 


Of South Africa exhibits also in this 
section, but only has a few mineral 
specimens. 
These are samples of 


coal and petrified wood of very in- 
ferior quality. 
Fronting the main 


aisle in the next section Chili makes 
lier exhibition. It is chiefly mineral. 
Senor Emilio Escobar displays nere 
in a pavilion similar to that of the 
Argentine Republic some of the 
most wonderful specimens of prous- 
tite 


(PURR CRYSTALS OP RUBT SILVER,) 
Ever found, and also a groat variety 
of other silver ores from tha province 
of Atacama. This collection contains 
4-15 specimens, 91 of which show the 
different characters of ore 
found 


from the surface to a depth of 1980 
feet ia the famous mine of CUarEa- 
cillo. 
Many of the specimens in 


this collection contain two-thirds 
fine silver, and a few are pnre silver 
itself. Such crystals of ruby silver 
have never been found ia any other 
country than Chili. 
One of these 


specimens weighs 20 lb<* , and con- 
tains hundreds of ruby crystals 
imbedded in crystals of calcite. An- 
other weighing about 4 Ibs. is com- 
posed wholly of crystallized ruby 
silver.

Hawaii exhibits some specimens of 


lava:, pumice, lava crusts, a few sam- \ 
pies of coral sand stones and quartz 
geodes. The collection is small and 
of little interest. 


Portugal makesqnitealatge mineral 


exhibit. It consists chiefly of cop; 
[>er from the mines of S. Domingos 
ia the province of Alemtejo. A pam- 
phlet of 32 pages has been, published 
giving lull information concerning 
this mine, for free distribution at the 
Centennial. 
Iron ores, coal, mar- 


bles, building stones and a large col- 
Lection of mineral waters from the 
geysers of the island of Sau Miguel. 


Egypt exhibits some square blocks 


of limestone and marble, a single 
specimen of petrified wood and sam- 
ples of yellow and white sanda from 
about the pyramids and Cairo. 


Turkey has a small collection of 


argentiferous galena, gypsum, lig- 
nite, coal, sulphur, iron, zinc, man- 
ganese and copper. 


Spain makes a display of clay re- 


sorts, fire bricks, marble, mercury 
ores, copper, iron, coal,sulphur, cal- 
cite, handsome samples of building 
atones. An immense specimen of ar- 
jontiferous copper ore and also one 
of argentiferous galena are 'quite 
noticeable. The prettiest specimens 
n this exhibit are those of 


CRYSTALLIZED SULPHDB. 


The collection is poorly arranged 


and only partially labelled. 


Russia has an exceedingly hand- 


some and well arranged collection of 
minerals from the mining school at 
St. Petersburg!!. This is by far the 
most 


most attractive articles in the whole 
exhibition, one of the malachite cen 
tor tables is valued at $2400, and one 
•mall sized, with top about thirty 
inches in diameter and one inch 
thick of lapis lazulli, is marked f 900 
Others of flesh red rhodonite are also 
very valuable. A beautiful mantel 
piece made of all three of these min 
•rak is valued at §6500, and one 
large chunk of malachite weighing 
1080 pounds is for sale at 84860 
Many of the maufactnred articles are 
already marked "sold." There are 
about 350 specimens of minerals and 
300 fossils and shells in the collec- 
tion from the mining school, these 
are all arranged in handsome cases 
Outside of the cases and neatly 
placed on shelves are some 
samples of coal, iron 
and 


fine 


copper 


ores, a chemical analysis accompany 
ing each specimen. Then there are 
about 100 samples of the geological 
formations of the country. Buasia 
was very late in getting ready for* 
this exhibition and for a while it 
it seemed as if she would make no 
exhibit, and now that her exhibits 
are all in place, people are surprised 
to see in how/many departments she 
excels. Buasia in our opinion makes 
the handsomest display in the Main 
Building of any of the foreign na- 
tions, not only in her minerals but 
in nearly everything she exhibits. 


Austria makes no mineral display 


worthy of notice. She has spread 
out on a couple of tables a few speci- 
mens of turf, charcoal, spiegelblat, 
(whatever that is) 10 glass jars filled 
with the products of the nation, and 
one good specimen of block oxide of 
manganese. All are labelled in Ger- 
man. 


Germany has a somewhat better 


collection than Austria,,atill there is 
nothing remarkable in it". It is chiefly, 
bleiglanz und Blende, blicksilber 
und kaufblei. One of the prettiest 
exhibits from Germany is that made 
bytheNuremburg ultramarine manu- 
facturing Co. a
